IAE ROBBERY INDICTMENT DISMISSED 
AND PERJURY CHARGED. 


Fidelity of the Husband to Hise Erring 
Wife—The German “Press Discussing 
pr. McKenzie—Forty-nine Murderers 
Under Death Sentence in Mexico— 
Canadian Oonspirators on Trial 


Loxpox, Feb. B.— Mrs. Florence Ethel Os- 
porne, who was arrested at Dover yesterday, 
when landing there from the Calais steamer, 
cbarged, in connection with e famous Os- 
porne-Hargreaves stolen pearls case, with 
obtaining the sum of £550 from Messrs. Spink 
& sons, jewelers of Bond street, the amount 
alleged to have been paid toher for the stolen 
jewelry, was brought up a prisoner this 
morning in the Guildhall court. The Lord 
Mayor of London, the Hon. David Evans, 
presided. Mrs. Osborne, who was deadly 
pale and in a tainting condition, was es- 
corted toa seat at the solicitor’stable. At 
the opening of the court by the Lord Mayor 
there was a long and painful delay. and much 
whispering to and by the Court. From what 
became apparent there was some hitch in the 
proceedings. 

COURT ADJOURNED. 

Finally Lord Mayor Evans adjourned the 
court for half an hour and sent a messenger, 
bearing a warmly worded note to the Treas- 
ury Department, asking the reason for the 
neglect of the Treasury to render a report to 
the charges against Mra. Osborne and not!- 
fying that department that the prisoner 
would be discharged unless the Treasury was 
promptly represented at the Guildhall. 

The result of the Lord Mayor’s message to 
the Treasury Department was that before 
the half hour of adjournment had expired, 
an official from that branch of the Govern- 
ment appeared at the Guildhall, having 
heen driven there in hot haste in a caband, 
to the astonishment of the court, of the 
prisoner and all others present, announced 
that the Treasury did not intend to offer any 
evidence against Mrs. Osborne. 

The Lord Mayor, so soon as he had recov- 
ered from the state of dumbfoundness into 
which he had been plunged by the announce- 
ment ofthe Treasury’s determination, dis- 
charged the prisoner, and she left the court- 
room amidst applause from those who had 
gathered to witness her discomfiture. 

REARRESTED. 

Later in the day it transpired that Mrs. 
Osborne was rearrested shortly after leaving 
the Guildball, and that she was then placed 
ina cab and was driven to Bow Street Police 
Court, where she was formally charged with 
perjury. The news of this second step 
upon the part of the authorities was kept a 
secret in the Guildhall in order to prevent a 
rush of people to Bow street. The prisoner 
was crying bitterly when placed in the dock 
at the famous police court, but even in that 
trying position she was supported by her 
husband, Capt. Osborne, who accompanied 
her tothe Guildhall and into the prisoners’ 
dock at Bow street, doing his utmost to con- 
sole his suffering wife. At Bow street evi- 
dence of the arrestand charges were given 
and Mrs. Osborne was formally remanded fog 
a week without ball.

SHORT 4NAROHISTS. 
Mr. Whittaker 80 Characterizes the 
~ Option Dealers. 


THE sT. LOUIS PORK PACKER IN DEAD 
: EARNEST. 


Subjected to Close Questions—Not a Cot- 
ton Expert—The Evil Might Be Con- 
doned Under Certain’ Conditions— 
Tariff Revision Not Touched in Spring- 
er's Committese—Washington News. 


Wasninotor, D. C., Feb. 6.— The short 
seller is to-day the Anarchist of America, 
said Mr. John Whitaker, a large pork packer 
of St, Louis, Mo., and Wichita, Kan., to-day 
in his address to the House Committee on 
Agriculture in advocacy of the anti-options 
bill. 

To Representative Alexander Mr, Whitaker 
said that unquestionably the tendency of 
„short“ selling was todepress prices and to 
interfere with legitimate trade. Farmers, 
he said, were not compelled to market their 
grain instead of storing it; but the ex- 
perience of the past eight years had taught 
them that holding wheat was a ‘‘losing 
game., and that with this unlimited short 
selling beating dove the price“ each year, 
the best time for them to sell grain was as 
soon as it was harvested. 

Wipe out, if possible, the short teller, the 
non-owner, in other words, the American 
anarchists,’’ sald Mr. Whitaker, and added: 
That is what he is. I say it soberly. The 
short teller is to-day the Anarchist of Amer- 
ica, the worst one we have, and he will make 
the farmer come down and sell his stuff un- 
der the red lag. . 

KEPT DOWN PRICES. ~ 

Mr. Whitaker says that the wheat exported 
this year had probably averaged in price 98 
cents a bushel, andifthis proposed lay had 
been in effect he believed it would have 
brought considerably more than $1 a bushel. 
He did not believe the law would hurt owners 
of real grain or provisions, be- 
cause, if fictituous offerings were done 
away with the market would be supplied with 
a@tual grain or provisions, and there being a 
smaller quantity offered prices would de bet 
ter. In New York it was regarded as neces- 
sary to sell 80,000,000 bushels of grain to mar- 
ket three or four million. We produce no 
coffee, and for that reason he believed in op 
tion selling in coffee. That gave the American 
citizen cheaper coffee, as it enabled the price 
to be fixed by sales ofa large quantity of 
coffee that was not in existence. Option 
wheat sales had recently begun in Liverpool, 
and the practice was good for England, be- 
cause she was a large importer of wheat. 

HIS OWN EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Hatch: ‘‘in your experience, what 
effect has the fictitious sale of meat products 
had upon the price?’’ 

Mr. Whitaker: It has continually lowered 
the price.’’ 

In reply to Representative OCaminetti Mr. 
Whitaker said that the actual products which 
came upon the market has to be solid at the 
price fixed by the Gnlimited offerings and 
fictitious buying or selling. Meat products 
the last year, he thought, would have been 
10 to 20 per cent higher if they had been com- 
peting with real products. 

In answer toa question by Mr. Lewis, Mr. 
Whittaker said in his judgment this fictitious 
selling produced an abnormal condition of 
the market which defeated the law of sup- 
ply and demand. Cotton, he believed, would 

ave sold for cents or more this year, but 
for short selling by bears. 

Mr. Lewis: In your opinion then 8,500,000 
bales is not over-production?’’ 

NOT A COTTON EXPERT. 

Mr. Whitaker said he was not a cotton ex- 
pert and could not answer that question, but 
he thought if investigated it would be found 
that the 8,300,000 Dales produced would not 
have had the damaging effect it has had on 
the price, but for short selling and the publi. 
cation of numerous reports of overproduc- 
tion and sinall consumption. He frequently 
received letters from Europe saying that the 
writers could pay better prices for meats if 
the American market would only be kept 
Steady.

ADRIFT AT SBA. 


Capt. Crump’s Story of the Rescue of 
Himself and Mate. 


New York, Feb. 5.—Oapt.. Charles Crump 
and his mate, Flavio Canale, add an inter- 
esting chapter to the story of the perils en- 
countered by the men who were swept out to 
sea on the dumping Darges from Rockaway 
Beach last week, The two men were on scow 
No. 5, which, with the others, was in tow of 
the tug Edwin Webster. The tug became 


disabled, the hawser holding the scows 
parted and all drifted ont to sea. 

Fifty-two men on the scows in Gravesend 
Bay were rescued the nextday. Finally scow 
No. 7 was towed Into port. ursday last the 
tug Webster was hailed by the schooner Web- 
ster and the ten sallors were rescued. 

Capt. Crump thus tells the story of the ex 
perignce of himself and Mato and their 
rescde: After our hawser parted we soon 
drifted out of sight of thetug. The seas ran 
around us like walls, Dutthescow stood the 
strain well. We snipped uttie water at first, 
but the A dashed over us, crusting the 
scow with ice. The wind came from the 
northwest, cutting us through Ie a knife 
whenever we showed ourselves on 
vessel

would swamp us, thongh I Knew it would be 
hard work to sink the’Scow even in a hurri- 
cane. One fear was always in my mind that 
we should be washed off deck by the heavy 
waves. On the next day I examined the 
locker. There was plenty of food there, but I 
feared that we might be adrift for weeks and 
I doled it out sparingly. 

„Early Saturday morning I sighted a 
transatlantic liner bound for New York, 
Now it was hidden by the-tremendous swell ; 
now it was tossed high on the waves. It was 
too far off to ball it and our little flag was un- 
noticed. My heart sank as I watched the 
liner disappear siowly northward. At 4 
o’clock we sighted another steamer. Our 
signals were not seen. The vessel passed by 
and I sank down by the stove disheartened. 
Canale despaired of ever being rescued. 

One gale after another struck us. High 
seas swept around us. Sunday morning 
passed. We scanned the horizon in vain. 
About 4 o’clock in the afternoon a steamer 
hove in sight. We signaled again and waved 
our flag. My heart gavealeap when I found 
that the steamer had seen us. She steamed 
ahead and came near enough for me to make 
out the name on the stern. She was the Syl- 
via. Isaw the sallors spring to the davits to 
lower the boat. A big wave carried us in the 
air. .AsIl watched the men on the steamer 
she gave a sudden lurch as a wave struck 
her, and the boat which Was coming to our 
rescue was stove in. 

It was evident that the sea was too rough 
to laune another. The steamer lay around 
trying again and again to get nearer to us. 
The steamer stayed with us until near mid- 
night. Life lines were thrown to us, but the 
waves carried them off. Then we lost sight 
of the Steamer and our hearts dropped like 
lead. We never saw her again. 

„About 8 o’alock Monday morning I sighted 
the topmast of another vessel. She soon saw 
us. A boat was launched. This time it struck 
the water safely. We were taken off the 
scow, but it had drifted so much that it took 
us three-quarters of an hour to get back to 
the steamer. We found that the rescuing 
vessel was the British steamer }Ethelburga, 
from Gibraltar, loaded’ with iron ore and 
bound for Philadelphia, and we were 
saved. 


GUARDING EGAN. 


Precautions Against Insult—Sentences in 
the Assault Cases. 


SANTIAGO, Feb. 5.—The police guard at the 
house of Mr. Egan, the United States Minister 
at Santiago, is maintained by the Chilian 
authorities with the view of preventing any 
attack at the instance of the rough element. 
This fact, the correspondent says, threatens 
to bring about a reopening of the difficulty 
with the United States.

The Wonderful Nerve Displayed by 
Fitzsimmons in Closing His Career. 


NEWS OF HIS SUICIDE CONVEYED ro HIS 
WIFE. 


He Had Sworn to Never Return to Pitts- 
burg Alive—His Last Request of the 
Prison Attendant—Chief Hubbard 
Thinks He Was Not Tascott, the Snell 
Murderer. 


NEw ORLEANS, Feb. 5.—Frad ©. Fitzsim- 
mons, the notorious burglar and dangerous 
criminal, is out ofthe world. The story of 
his suicide and the wonderful nerve dis played 
in his self-destruction, as well as his dying 
plea for his wife, were fully told in yester- 
day’stelegramto the Post-DispatcH. The 
slashing of hig throat was done about W 
o’clock in the morning. From that hour on 
ting p. m. he lay on the cot gasping, moan- 
ing and slowly bleeding to death, despite the 
efforts of surgeons to stay the flow of blood. 
The wounds in his neck were found to be 
twelve in number, seven on the left and five 
on the right side, butas tne knife blade was 
small and short none of them had reached a 
vital part. The jugulaf vein and carotid 
arteries were grazed, but not cut; neither 
was the windpipe, butone ofthe cuts on the 
left side of the neck was very wide, anda 
number of veins had been cut on both sides, 
consequently the loss of blood was very great. 

Soon after9o’clock Fitgsimmons began to 
sink. There was no one in the dimly. lighted 
cell but the sick man and his keeper, George 
Fouchler. The keeper watched his ward with 
care and gave the prescribed whisky and 
water at the appointed hours.

There are those who Delleve, al- 
though not able to prove it, that Fitzsimmons 
was Tascott, who murdered Amos J. Snell, 
the Chicago millionaire, 

At the autopsy held this morning on the 
body of Fitzsimmons it was discovered that 
neither the jugular vein or carotid arteries 
had been cut, but a large number of 
smaller veins on both sides of the neck had 
been severed, and the loss of was so 
great that the opinion was expressed that not 
a cupful remained in his y. 

The detectives received a dispatch this 
morning from the Pittsburg authorities, in- 
ow them to hold the body until further 
orders. 

A telegram was received here this mornin 
from Clarence Burley, District Attorney o 
Pittsburg, addressed to Detective Beltzhoad, 
directing him to have Fitzsimmons 
identifed at the Ooroner’s inquest by 
the Pittsburgers and prominent New Orleans 
officials and to secure a certified copy of the 
proceedings. Coroner Lemonnier was not- 
fied and empanelied a jury of inquest to sit 
upon the y. All the Pittsburg gentlemen 
were sworn as witnesses and the body was 
thoroughly identified as that of the murderer 
and burglar F. C. Fitgsimmons.

The troupe, he 
said, would give several performances at 
South St. Louis Turner Hall and several 
wagon loads of ‘‘luggage’’ would arrive in a 
day or two. Mr. Smith made great prepara- 
tions for his guests and when they arrived he 
gave them the best in the house, as Mr. Vin- 
cent bad agreed to pay $2 per day board. The 
company, consisting of three young women 
and nine healthy men with large appetites, 
remained at the hotel until last night.

Death of Evans Casselberry.

He always took 
a great interest. in developing the 
law, and he has probably prepared 
more ofthe statutes of this State now in 
force, thanany man living .or dead. He 
leaves an estate principally in land and prob. 
ably worth more than $100,000. He owned the 
northeast corner of Ninth and Locust streets, 
one of the most valuable corners inthe city.

OPINIONS FOR AND AGAINST THE PRO- 
POSED MEASURE. 


The Successors to the Famous Butter- 
worth Bil and Their Provisions— 
Dealing in Grain and Cotton for 
Future Delivery to Be Prohibited— 
What the Effect Will Be. 


The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
are not a little exercised comcerning the 
Hatch and Washburn bills now before Con- 
gress in relation to the option business, The 
bills are practically identical and are mod- 
eled on the Butterworth bill, which was 
pigeon-holed during the preceding Comgress. 
Both bills are intended to practically pro- 
hibit option trading in cotton, grain and 
provisions, and the definition of option trad- 
ing in the second section is admitted to be to 
allintents and purposes synonymous with 
trading in futures. 

PRACTICAL PROHIBITION. 

The provisions of the bills do not render 
such trading illegal, but in addition to a Ii- 
cense of $1,000 a year imposed on option deal- 
ers lay a heavy tax, which is practically pro- 
hibitive, on each transaction; for instance, 5 
cents a pound on each transaction in provis- 

ions and 20 cents a bushel on each grain deal. 
It is provided that noone can agree to sell 
anything not in his possession at the time the 
agreement is made without becoming liable 
tothetax. To this an exception is made 
in favor of the farmer, who can sell his grow- 
ing crop for delivery at such time as he may 
deem best. It is admitted on all sides that 
this law, if passed and enforced, will put a 
Stop to all dealings in futures. 
ARGUMENTS FAVORING REGULATION. 

The subject is nota new one to the mem- 
bers ofthe Merchants’ Exchange, and al- 
ready two petitions have been sent to Wash- 
ington, one for and one against the bills. 
Not a few of the dealers are in favor of the 
proposed legislation. Many of the millers 
and large provision dealers are on this side. 
There are a number of arguments advanced. 
One is that the change is inevitable. It is 
urged that the Farmers’ Alliance, while its 
representation in Oongress is Small, can 
exert such an influence on the old parties as 
to compel the passage of a bill prohibitive of 
trading in grain, for itis against grain spec 
Ulation that the dills are especially directed. 
Another ground is that the fluctuations in 
price are highly detrimental to American 
market, and that these fluctuations 
fre due to option trading. It is 
Urged that the running of corners 
suchas that engineered by Hutchinson in | 
int} sends prices up so high as to drive 
foreign buyers from the American markets, 
and cause hundreds of thousands of acres to 
be sown in wheat in Europe that would not 
otherwise have been brought into competi- 
tion with American grain, It 1s also argued 
that the low price of cotton at the present

A non-resident, Mr. 8. B. Vories of Louis 
ville, Ky., picked up a good piece of 
down-town business property yesterday for 
$22,500.

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THE MILK BILL 


The Question of Legal Solids Warmly 
Discussed—City Hall News. 

The Sanitary Committee ofthe House of 
Delegates held their second session on the 
consideration of the milk Dill last night. 
The meeting was held in the evening at the 
request of the local dairymen who find it 


inconvenient to attend during the day. A 
large dete gation of milkmen, F. H. Stone as 
attorney for the North St. Louis Dairymen, 
Milk Inspectator Sullivan, L. A. Steber, the 
framer of the bill, and Mr. J. C. Cabanne of 
the St. Louis. Dairy Co. were present. A 
number of sections relating to licensing were 
passed on without causing any excitement 
when an amendment proposes by Mr. Stede 
threw the assemblage intoa fever heat. H 
proposed lowering the standard of milk and 
cream from that provided in the original 
bill, The total solids in milk are placed at 13 
and the butter - fat in cream at 16. Mr. Steber 
proposed lowering this standard to 
12.4 per cent total solids for milk and 12 per 
cent butter fat for cream. He gave as his 
reason for the change that in an examination 
of the milk laws of other States that was 
about theaverage standard. Mr. Cabanne 
supported Mr. Steberand stated that at cer- 
tain times during the year on account of the 
change of food © cow was unable 
to supply milk up to the legal stand- 
ard. is gave the city dairymen a 
chance to pit their milk against 
the country milk sold by Mr. Cabanne and a 
long and heated discussion ensued, the city 
dealers asserting that they could produce 
milk that would grade at 18 r cent total 
solids all the year round. r. Sullivan 
settled their argument by declaring that their 
milk had been running far below that stand 
ard. They fought hard to have a high per 
cent for butter-fat in cream, as the country 
dealers have the call on cream. They 
claimed to be able to keep up 
a standard of 15, but the Milk Inspector 
said their average standard during the 
winter was 8 per cent. 

Dr. Sullivan gave the cit 
hard raps during the iscussion. Among 
other things he said: ‘‘Two-thirds of the 
milk now sold in the city is indigest'blie in the 
stomachs of children. I strongly condemn 
the use of milk from cows fed on distillery or 
brewery refuse as it is very indigestible 
and sours quickly. I also condemn the prev- 
alent practice of milking cows within a short 
time after calving.’’ 

Most of the discussion overthe provisions 
of the bill was caused by the intense rivalry 
between the city dairymen andthe shippers 
and dealers in country milk. Both sides did 
all in their power to bring about any legisla- 
tion that would tend to hamper their rivais. 
The committee have gone over half of the 
bill and will meet again next Wednesday 
evening for another round of discussion. 

A feature of the discussion that caused con- 
siderable comment was Lawyer Stone’s posi- 
tion on the standard of solids. Mr. Cabanne 
called his attention to the fact that when the 
milk question was before the Legislature his 
position was contrary to the one he took last 
night. Several sharp passages occurred be- 
tween the Senator and the secretary of the 
St. Louis Dairy Co. It is only fair to state 
that Mr. Stone is not advocating his own 
views but those of his clients, the city dairy 
men, before the committee.

Congressman HaTou says his anti-option 
bill proposes simply to prohibit and pre- 


? vent what are recognized in all State and 
| Federal courts as mere gambling deals that 


cannot be enforced at common law because 
public policy is against them. 

The grain traders testifying before the 
committee against the bill admit that the 
suppression of mere grain gambling would 
be a good thing for all concerned legiti- 
mately in the grain trade, provided the 
suppression can be effected without de- 
structively hampering the freedom of 
legitimate trade, but they contend that 
the bill, if enacted, would ruinously affect 
the grain trade proper. The po- 
sition they take is that the de- 
cisions of the courts and the boards of 
trade against gambling contracts, keep 
the latter within comparatively harmless 
bounds, and that the element of chance 
enters too largely into all trading opera- 
tions to be rigidly suppressed without do- 
ing more harm than good. 
The modern commercial machinery by 
which our crops are bought and marketed 
has certainly developed some outgrowths 
which itis desirable to eradicate, if that 
can be done without destroying the bene- 
ficial operation of the machinery to which 
we are certainly indebted for improved 
commercial conditions. Mr. HatTon’s 
committee should study that point closely 
and move cautiously in recommending 
any measure imposing new restrictions 
upon the freedom of trade. 

In multiplying buyers and bringing 
more capital into the business of moving 
the crops, these produce exchanges have at 
least lessened the opportunities formerly 
offered toafew pork packers to combine 
and control the hog market or to millers 
to combine and manipulate the wheat 
market. They carry surplus products 
for both consumer and producer till 
wanted for consumption, and thus their 
general effect is rather to equalize markets 
throughout the year, to prevent the vio- 
lent local fluctuations due to alternate 
gluts and shortages, and to maintain the 
legitimate margin between home markets 
and the distant foreign markets which 
they supply. 

There wasa time when a little rush of 
wheat to St. Louis or the arrival of an extra 
drove or two of hogs in Cincinnati would 
knock prices down so as to ruin every 
shipper or drover caught in the glut. In 
trying to correct the evil excrescences of 
the new and improved system of handling 
produce, Congress should be very careful 
not to throw us back upon the old system 
which frequently enabled combinations of 
local operators to rob both producers and 
consumers. 


READ THAT DECISION. 


We ask every tax-payer in St. Louis to 
read the Court of Appeals decision, deliv- 
ered about a year ago under the same roof 
that covers the office of City Collector 
ZIEGENHEIN, and to-day reprinted in the 
Post-DIsPATCH. 

That decision is that no person or cor- 

poration may in this State engage in the 
practice of selling intoxicating liquors by 
the drink without a dram-shop keeper’s 
license.’’ The fact that a corporation 
sells only to members and makes no profit 
is immaterial, says the decision, and re- 
peated violations of law in this respect 
furnish grounds for declaring the franchise 
of the club or corporation forfeited. 
Nor does the inability of the club or cor- 
poration to procure a license exempt it 
from the penalty for selling without a 
license. Where the. local authorities re- 
fuse to license any sale of liquors by the 
drink, the court holds thatthe intent of 
the law which prohibits a poor man from 
buying a drink in a saloon equally pro- 
hibits wealthy gentlemen from organizing 
themselves into a club for the purpose of 
selling liquor to their members. If the 
poor man cannot buy adrink free from 
license tax ina saloon, it certainly is not 
the intent of the law that wealthier men 
shall have drinks served to them free from 
that tax in their clubs. 

Yet, in the face of this decision Collector 
ZIEGENHAHIN reports to the City Council 
that thirty-five clubs or corporations now 
doing @ dramshop business in this city 
under a Federal dramshop license are per- 
mitted by him to retain the $19,565 per an- 
num, which they owe the city and State 
for dramshop license for every year they 
have done a dramshop business. 

Every year he does this without any at- 
tempt to deprive these clubs of their 
charters and to close their- unlicensed 
dramshops, he should, if he wants to be 
‘Just, pay twice the amount of his salary 
to the public treasury and something be- 
sides as damages to the honest saloon- 
keepers whom he willfully fails to protect 
from unlicensed.competition.

It Ended the Ciub’s Existence as a 
! Dramshop. . 


THE DECISION SUSTAINED BY. THE sr. 
LOUIS COURT OF APPEALS, 


The Bacon Club of Neosho, Mo., Declared 
Guilty of Doing a Dramshop Business 
Without a License, and Its Corporate 
Existence Dissolved by the Courts— 
The Appellate Bench Opinion, and 
History of the Case—Ziegenhein’s 
Costly Blindness. , 


The many and convincing proofs which 
have been published in the Post-DIsPaTcH 
during the last two weeks, of the manner in 
which Czar Ziegenhein, Collector of St. 
Louls, mismanages his office, receive a 
significant addition in the following story: 

The facts in the case, thoroughly investi. 
gated by the Post-Dispatcu, discloses the 
astounding information thatthe city of St. 
Louis, taking the Collector's own figures, 
has lost over $19,000 during the last year on 
one account alone by Mr. Ziegen- 
hein’s persistent refusal to do his 
duty as the law prescribes and 
the courts decree. In Mr. Ziegenhein’s om 
cial report to the City Council he set forth 
that there are thirty-five chartered clubs in 
the city. These pay no dramshop license, 
though the law is explicit in its statement 
that they shall, The statute regulating the 
matter was published in the PostT-DISPATCH 
Jan. 2. Where Mr. Ziegenhein gets his law 
in support of his position that clubs are ex- 
empt is hard to determine, nor is it necessary 
to further conjecture. There is a law that 
they shall pay. It has been tested in the 
highest court and decided valid. 

One consolation that the citizens of St. 
Louis will have after the publication of this 
article is that it they cannot realize the $19, 000 
ayeartowhichthecity is entitled from the 
clubs while Czar Ziegenhein is in office, they 
can at least have the clubs dissolved and 
their franchises revoked if the clubs do not 
take out a dram-shop license. This is part of 
the duties which the city pays the Collector 
$1,000 a year for doing. 

A TEST CASE Maps. 

The chartered club question was tried in 
the courts and passed upona year ago, the 
highest tribunal to which such cases can be 
brought deciding that clubs must take out a 
dram-shop license or have their incorporate 
rights revoked and the club dissolved. The 
anal decree was entered 
case by the St. 
of Appeals Feb. 10, 1891, 
the same building in which Mr, “ r 
has his office, the old Court- house. Nor does 
there seem to have been any — + on the 
part of the court officials to keep the matter 
secret. The case was before the Court of 
Appeals for nearly a year, and nearly the 
same time was consumed by the hearing of 
the case inthe lower court. The record of 
the case is now to be found in the office of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, and has been 
since the decision was rendered. It is also to 
be found in the St. Louis Law Library, and in 
the office of every lawyer who aims to keep up 
with the times. For the information of 
the pudite, and possibly the Czar himself the 
reference to the ease Is hereby given.

This case, the decision in which settles be- 
yond a doubt the fact that drinking clubs 
must pay a license, was bitterly fought by 
the liquor men for nearly two years. Every 
technical straw which able legal talent could 
devise was employed to defeat the cause to 
no avail. The transcript in the case 
on file in the Olerk’s office of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals most fully establishes this 
fact. It is also worthy of note that the rul- 
ings of both the courts through which the 
case passed were prompt and uniform, and 
invariably in favor of the law. The delay was 
occasioned by the club’s counsel, and 
the necessary delay required to hear the 
case. The nal opinion in the case, which 
was written by Judge Thompson of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, ali the other Judges 
composing the benen concurring, is concise 
and to the point and very decided in its tone, 

THE OPINION AGAINST THE CLUBS. 

It is as follows: 


This was a proceeding by information in the nature 
of quo warranto to oust the defendant, an incor- 
porated club, from its corporate franchises for the 
misuser of Keeping a bar upon its premises where 
intoxicating liquors were soid and drunk contrary to 
law. The defendant fled an answer admitting its 
corporate existence by the name ofthe Bacon Club 
of Neosho, by which name it was proceeded against, 
and denying that it had ever unlawfully kept or 
maintained a bar or place where intoxicating liquors 
were kept, sold or drank upon its premises, as de- 
scribed in the information. The trial resulted in a 
judement of ouster. 

The evidence in support of the information was to 
the effect that ‘the . dent had a elub- room., to 
which each member ha Saher: that in the center of 
the room there was a bar 1 Axtures at which mem- 
bers were in the habit o r liquors by the 
drink, paying for them. t the close of the evi-

The first assignment of error is that the writ was 
improperly served on the person named as President 
of the Bacon Club instead of the Bacon Club of Neo- 
sho, Mo., which is its corporate name. The objec-

by the name of the Bacon Cinb of Neosho, as stated 
ia the informatien. It therefore waived any formal 
defect in the Sheriff's return, even if the defect 
would have been available under any circumstances.

On Jan. 2, 1891, the case was submitted 
onthe briefs and on Feb. 10, 1891, the Court 
ot Appeals handed down its opinion Kknock- 
ing the last plank from under the feet of the 
club by affirming the judgment of the lower 
court. 

CANNOT GO TO THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Court of Appeals being the last re- 
source this ended the matter. There is no 
doubt about the factthat such cases cannot 
be taken to the Supreme court for the actions 
available to be taken to tbat tri- 
bunal are defined. They are all 
cases in which the amount exclusive of costs 
exceeds, $2,500; cases involvin uestions in 
regard to the United States or Missouri con- 
stitutions; cases in which the validity of a 
treaty or a statute of the United States is in- 
volved; cases in which the construction of 
the -State revenue law is involved ; 
cases involving the question of title 
to an office under this State ;cases concerning 
the title to jreal estate; cases in which any 
country or other State subdivision or any 
State officer is a party and all cases of felony. 
The question under consideration not coming 
under any ofthe above heads cannot be 
taken to the Supreme Court.

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NORTH sr. LOUIS CROSSINGS ARE ALMOST 


Tracks Are Constantly Increasing North 
of the Bridge But Safeguards Against 
the Increasing Danger Have Not Been 
Provided — History of the 
Which Has Become a Dead Letter. 


The railroad crossings in North St. Louis 
are very little better than those of 
the southern portion of the city. Some of 
them have day watchmen on guard at night, 
and in the whole northern half of the city 
there is not a single crossing that is provided 
with a gate. A few years ago there were but 
two or three tracks along the river front, 
namely, the road of the Wabash or st. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern Co., as it was then 
called, and the switch of the Terminal Rall - 
way Association and the, Wiggins Ferry Co. 
But now the Merchants’ Bridge 
& Terminal Co. has a double 
surface - track from Biddle ‘street 


north and in a short time the trains of the 
Vandalia, C.. B. H. and several other ran- 
roads will de psing f streets in this portion 
ot the city. Most of. the streets running par- 
allel with Broadway and between that thor - 
oughfare and the rtver— Hall, Second, Front, 
Collins and First streets—are now practically 
monopolized by the railroad companies, and 
to reach the river from Broadway teams 
must cross h two to twenty railroad 
tracks. There isa public dump atthe foot 
of Mullanphy street and hundreds of wagons 
and carts go there every day. At the 
foot of North Market street there is a 
ferry landing and the traffic along North 
Market street east of Broadway is very 
heavy in consequence. Onambers street, 
Harrison street, Bremen avenue and, in fact, 
several other streets have d great deal of 
travel and the railroad crossings at all of 
them are very dangerous, what the insur- 
ance companies would callextra hazardous 
risks. A good many accidents have occurred 
at these crossings in the past, and many 
more will certainly occur when the trains of 
the Vandalia and O., B. & C. roads are run 
south to Biddle street, unless the crossings 
are much better protected than they are at 
present. Every crossing should have jnot 
onlya night watchman as well as a day 
watchman, butalsoarailway gate or bars 
on each side of the railroad, tobe closed by 
the watchman on the approach of a train, 
A FORGOTTEN ORDINANCE. 

The old ordinance requiring such gates to 
be erected on certain crossings seems to have 
been lost and entirely forgotten until discov- 
ered by the Post-DisPpatcH a couple of days 
ago. Even the members of the Municipal! As- 
sembly who voted for its passage, and even 
made speeches in favor of it were uncertain 
as to whether it really became a law or not, 
and the Police Department had no Knowledge 
whatever of it, the ordinance having been 
omitted from the Revised Ordinances pub- 
lished in 1881, as also from the volume ven 
to the public in 1887. 

Mr. Given 88 who was a memder 
ot the first Council chosen after the separa- 
tion of the city from the county, was certain 
when asked about the ordinance last 
Wednesday that he had introdu such a 
bill himself, but what became of it be didn’t 
know. He resigned from the Council in 1878 
and didn’t watch the course of the bill after 
that. He remembered, however, that it was 
very rigorous and exacting, requiring safe 
guards fo be erected at railroad crossings 
throughout the ci 


bill had been passed by

Mr. E. 8. Rowse recollected the bill and 
thought that Moses Fraley was the father of 
it or had something to do with itand he be 
lieved thatit passed both houses and be- 
came a law, or rather he was of that opin- 
ion until a search among the Revised Ordal- 
nances failed to find it and then he said the 
bill might not after all, have become a law. 

Mr. Wm. E. Raynor, who was Secretary of 
the Council in 1878-9, could not remember 
the dill at all at first, but after thinking it 
over awhile decided he had heard something 
about such a measure, but that was all the 
information he could give on it. 

Mr. George W. Parker, of Parker & Russell, 
another of the city fathers under the new 
regime, couldn’t recall anything about the 
bill, Such a bill might have been introduced, 
but that was so long ago that he had forgot- 
ten whether it had or not. 

r. S. D. Barlow, who was then, as now, 
connected with the management of the Iron 
Mountain road, could furnish no information 
on the subject. So many bulls bad been in- 
troduced during his term in the Council that 
his mind was all confused in re to many 
of them, and he had no recollection whatever 
of this particular measure. 

Mr. Moses Fraley, whoshared the legendary 
honor with Given Campbell of being the 
father of the railway gate bill, was quite cer- 
tain that such a bill passed the Council, but 
if he introduced it he had forgotten it.
